The echoes of yesterday’s rioting before the 
castle of the Emperor William of Germany at 
the end of the Unter Den Linden spread not 
far int night, but the embers of the 
affair were stillglowing flercely this morning. 
From sunset until sundown encounters be- 
tu ten the police and the rioters continued at 
intervals in @ifferent parts of the city, 
mostly, however, in the eastern districts. 
Heads were broken right and left and the po- 
lice captured many more prisoners. Through- 
deut thenight the entire police force of the 
city was kept on duty, and in several quarters 
detachments of troops were kept under arms, 
It is dificult to picture the state of wild ex- 
eitement and amazement which prevails 
here. and, according to the newspapers of 
this city, in all European capitals.

At Friedrichshain, a suburb of the city, a 
beer shop was demolished by the rioters, for 
the purpose of punishing the proprietor for 
not subscribing to the Voerwarts, the social- 
ist organ. 

Such an occurrence as that withnessed on 
the Unter den Linden yesterday would not 
have caused much comment had it happened 
in Paris, or even in London, where encoun- 
ters between the police and large bodies of 
the people are not intrequent. But here in 
Berlin, the capital ground down under the 
presence of soldiers and military police, the 
rioting of yesterday attains a point of very 
great significance, It revealed, as if bya 
thunderclap, the fact that the Emperor is 
most unpopular with the masses, and that 
the people are beginning to feel. convinced 
that the damning words recently attributed 
tothe Emperor must be the vaporings ofa 
crowned Madman, and that tre ruler of the 
German empire is suffering from dementia. 

AN ENCOUNTER AT THE GATES. 

At1o’clock this afternoon a relief detach 
ment of soldiers, headed by a band, was 
marching towards the castle to take the 
piaces of the guards on duty there. They 
were accompanied by a large mob who in 
every way taunted them with upholding the 
rich against the poor. With measured step 
and eyes tothe front, the soldiers marched 
as though they were on dress parade. For 
all the notice the soldiers took of the in- 
sulters they might have been marching 


‘through a deserted street. 


A body of the police had been drawn 
across the street near the Imperial residence 
to prevent anyone but the guards from en- 
tering the Castle square. The mob tried to 
break through the line and a violent en- 
counter ensued. The soldiers marched 
through to the castle,still heedless of the row 
between the mobandthe police. The latter 
stood with drawn sabersand as the mob 
made their onslaught they struck right and 
left with their sabers, inflicting severe 
wounds on those who came withing reach of 
their weapons. 

Finallya detachment of mounted police 
that had arrived on the scene, rode down on 
the mob, which broke and scattered in every 
direction. Many of the flying people were 
knocked down and trampled on by the horses, 
but the policemen had no mercy on the fug!- 
tives and drove their horses at headlong 
speed over any of the mob who stood in their 
way. Ide route of the roughs was complete. 

DYNAMITE FOUND. 

The police this afternoon are known to 
have searched the houses of several well 
known Socialists, and report has it 
that a haul of dynamite bombs has 
been made. The authorities are maintain- 
ing the ptmost secrecy in regard to the whole 
matter and absolutely decline toconfirm or 
deny the dynamite stories. Thus it is 
but natural that many people be- 
lieve that this alarming story or 
feature of the riot story is true. That 
there is some foundation for it seems to be 
beyond a doubt, as it is well Known 
that the agitators who have recently 
been making their homes in Paris, 
in London and in Spain are known to be 
making their way towards Berlin. Should 
they be recognized they will be promptly ar- 
rested, and will no doubt meet with the most 
severe treatment possible. 

The foreign legations in this city have been 
busy all the morning answering in- 
quiries telegraphed them by their 
respective governments. The foreign pow- 
ers seem most anxious to have the details ro- 
garding the political aspect ofthe affair and 
the possible effects of the rioting. 

THE CASTLE THREATENED. 

There is another rumor circulating this 
afternoon. It is to the effect that the 
cordon of military and police around 
the palace is due to the fact that 
the secret police have obtained trust- 
worthy information that a plot exists among 
the Anarchists to makean attempt to blow 
up the castle, or at least destroy a 
portion of that building with dynamite. 
It is added that among the men 
arrested last night was one who dressed like 
a woman and that he had concealed beneath 
nis clothing three large packages of dyna- 
mite. It is alleged that this man 
was only one of a number who 
were similarly equipped, and that their in- 
tention was to mix among the rioters, watch 
their opportunity for a rush atthe castle, 
andthen, combining their stock of high ex- 
plosives, cause a terrific explosion which 
might even have caused the death of the 
Emperor. 

It is known that some ofthe prisoners cap- 
tured last night were women, and this fact, 
joined to the extraordinary precautions 
taken to guard the castle and 
the public bulldings, certainly lends 
color to the story. There is no 
doubt, in any case, that the advanced Social- 
ists and Anarchists have openly declared 
that the next time they have a brush with 
the police they would be better equipped 
for the battle, and that a few doses of dyna- 
mite would be tried upon the Emperor's 
**butchers.’’ 

WILLIAM WAS FURIOUS. 

It is known that the Emperor is furious 
with rage caused by the popular outbreaks 
of yesterday, and especially at the story cir- 
culated tothe effect that he was trembling 
with fear while standing at the window 
yesterday looking at the battle between the 
rioters and the police. Itis doubtful if the 
Emperor was trembling with fear. He was, 
however, very pale, but this is more likely 
to have been due to excitement. 

For the behavior of the police in driving 
away the body of rioters which appeared on 
the Unter den Landen to-day, it is judged 
that the authorities have received the most 
stringent orders not to spare the people if 
there was any additional disturbance. for 
they did not wait for the mob to approach 
them, but charged furiously at them, 
hitting and pricking at the workmen 
with their swords. They refrained much 
from pursuit, however; but this was 
possibly due to the fact that the detachment 
of police referred to had been detained for 
special duty on the Unter den Linden and 
that so soon as the rioters were driven off 
that boulevard they considered that their 
share of the business was accomplished. 
This police detachment, it should be added, 
behaved with the greatest brutality through- 
out the day, dispersing with kicks and blows 
from their swords the most peaceful gather- 
ings of citizens. In addition to this, a mill- 
tary cordon was established, preventing the 
approach of anyone within 3 yards of the

POPULAR SYMPATHY. 

These and other such sayings credited to 
the Emperor have not passed unheeded in 
Germany and have left rankling sores in the 
hearts of the people. 

Popular sympathy is overwhelmingly in 
favor of the people and there 18 little doubt 
that the matters complained of ‘by the work- 
ingmen will soon be ventilated in the Reichs- 
tag, where a most lively debate is antici- 
pated. The Socialist Deputies propose to 
make a most bitter arraingment of the police 
who are charged with having behaved 
with the utmost brutality yesterday towards 
women as well as men in suppressing the 
demonstation of the unemployed. 

It is recalled to-day, that at a recent-meet- 
ing of the Reichstag Herr Khardoff demanded 
the enactment of more stringent laws in 
order tocontrolthe newspapers, clubs and 
political meetings, and in order, he sad. To 
prevent the State from falling into the hands 
of the Socialists.’’ 

To this, itis also mentioned, Herr Barth 
replied that the right wanted to provoke a 
conflict probably leading to civil war.’’ It 
was advice based upon such reasoning as 
that of Herr Barth,which undoubtedly served 
tocalm the masses yesterday and to-day, 
and which may have prevented much blood- 
shed. But nobody imagines that the trouble 
is ended. There may be no further rioting at 
present, but a struggle between the Emperor 
andthe people is admitted to have com- 
menced. 

THR EMPEROR APPEARS. 

Many things have been said for and against 
Emperor William, but he has never been ac- 
cused of cowardice. Though he is no doubt 
greatly disturbed by the events of yesterday 
and to-day, he does not show any anxiety in 
his face as to whatthe final outcome will be. 
There was great excitement in the vicinity of 
the castle at 8:30 o’clock this afternoon, when 
His Majesty, attended by one aide and pre- 
coded by two mounted policemen, emerged 
on horseback from the castle court-yard and 
rode slowly through the streets, not- 
withstanding that they were packed by ex- 
cited masses of people. He was loudly and 
enthusiastically cheered by the masses 
through which he proceeded. He rode along 
the, Unter den Linden tothe Thier Garten, 
and was everywhere the recipient of a most 
hearty welcome from the excited populace. 
Some of his legislative measures may be bit- 
terly opposed by the people, but the action 
of the people as a whole this afternoon shows 
that personally he isa greatfavorite. His 
appearance in the streets during a time like 
the present is apt to have a good effect in the 
direction of cooling the anger of the excited 
workmen. 


AUSTRIA UNEASY. 


HER UNEMPLOYED MASSING AND DEMANDING 
WORK. 


VIENNA, Feb. %.—Much has been said con- 
cerning the labor question in Austria where 
spasmodic eruptions, similar to those that 
have recently occurred among the unem- 
ployed in Italy, Spain and Germany have 
caused no little uneasiness. A few days ago, 
upward of 1,000 unemployed Bohemian la- 
borers sent delegates to the Burgomaster of 
Prgue and to the Stadtholder,Count Thun, de- 
manding work. The Count received the del- 
egates and urged thom from any noisy mani 
festations and promised to do his best for 
them. The next day the Official Gazette of the 
province invited all the large contractors to 
make.known without delay how many labor- 
ers they were prepared to employ. 

In Vienna the number of unemployed is of 
course far greater. They are impatiently 
waiting for the consgruction of railways and 
other public works connected with the new 
city improvements whereby a number of 
suburbs will be connected with the metrop- 
lis. There is, of course, great suffering 
among men of this class and their families, 
and it would be supposed that the Govern- 
ment would look with favor upon any private 
attempt to alleviatethe distress. This is not 
the case, however, at least it is not the 
case s0 far as the efforts of the 
editor of the Volks Press are con- 
terned. That paper, to furnish food 
for the starving men, women and children, 
organized asystem for the distribution of 
bread and there is no doubt that it was doing 
good work. The police, however, did not 
look upon these charitable efforts with ap- 
proval and they have stopped the distribu- 
tion of bread, giving as their reason for so 
doing that the assembling of thousands of 
the poor constitutesa public danger. Theed- 
itor of the Volks Press, assisted by Herr Frey, 
a Socialist, made it his business to visit the 
many bakeries of the city and appealed to 
the proprietors to give him bread to help the 
starving. This, too, failed to meet the ap- 
provalof the authorities and both the editor 
and Herr Frey have been arrested for this so 
termed offense. 


BRUSH WITH GARZA.« 


Capt. Bourke Relates an Incident of the 
Border War. 


OMAHA, Feb. 26.—Mrs. Capt. Bourke has 
received a letter from her husband telling of 
a lively brush he and a fellow captain had 
with Garza, the Mexican bandit and two 
members of his band. The letter was dated at 
Garza’sranch. Capt. Bourke and Capt. Chase 
andasquad of troops were locating a new 
post when they met Garza and gave chase. 
The revolutionists fed and were so closely 
pressed that Garza dropped his ivo han- 
died revolver, his spurs, his saddle and finally 
his personal diary. These were taken by 
Capt. Bourke, who holds them as trophies of 
the chase. Capt. Bourke states that Garza’s 
diary was filled with fulsome notes of Garza’s 


greatness. 


WILL BE SHOT. 

Ev Paso, Tex., Feb. 26.—Fifty -seven'pris- 
oners arrived at Cindad Juarez, Mexico, yes- 
terday morning from Ascension, under guard 
of the Fifth Federal Cavalry. The city is full 
of soldiers and the revolutionary sentiment 
strong among the people. The prisoners 
were taken through a back streeg to the jail. 
It is learned from the cavairy officers that 
eight of the prisoners will be shot after the 
reliminary trial. Among them is Ramon 
jrutia, a brother of ulllermo Urutia, 
Judge ‘of the Supreme Court of Chihuahua. 
The prisoner is considered the leader of those 
who killed Ancetta and Fuentes at Ascen- 


sion.

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THE FRENCH CRISIS, 


Difficulties in the Way of Forming a 
New Ministry, 


THE REPUBLIC VIRTUALLY. WITHOUT A 
. GOVERNMENT. 


Probable Course of the Congervatives— 
One Cause of Depression in England— 
Eritish Officers Reprimanded—Russia’s 
World's Fair Exhibit—Discarding the 
Rupee—General Foreign. 


Pakts, Feb. 26.—The latest report is that 
M. Bourgeois has undertaken to organize a 
ministry, and that it will probably be made 
up with M. Bourgeois as President of the 
Counril and Minister of the Interior; M. De- 
Freycinet, Minister of War; M. Ribot, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs; M. Beisson, Minister of 
Public Worship; M. Burdeau, Minister of 
Finance; M. Ricard, Minister of Commerce, 
and M. Raynal, Minister of Marine. 

M. Ribot, the Foreign Minister of the late 
Cabinet, has promised to assist M. Bourgeois 
in the task on the condition that the foreign 
policy of the late Cabinet shall not be 
changed, especially with regard to Russia 
and the Vatican. It is believed that M. Rou- 
vier is also Willing to co- oprate with M. Bour - 
geois. It is reported that no offer has been 
made to M. C. Constans. 

„The journals here agree that it will de dim - 
cult for M. Bourgeois to forma ministry. It 
is reported that at the meeting of the mem- 
bers of the party of the Right ft was decided 
to modify the Conservative policy, to accept 
the Repudlie and henceforth to confine attacks 
to individuals and the conductof the existing 
ministry. A general meeting of the party is 
expected to make a declaration to this effect. 

The first State ballof the season was given 
by the President and Mrs. Carnot last night, 
It is estimatea that 5,000 guests were present. 
The apartments of the Palace Elysee were 
superbly decorated. No ode would have sup- 
posed from the cheerful aspect of President 
Carnot and the appearance of the festivity 
and joy that a ministerial crisis still pre- 
valled, and that France was virtually without 
a Government. The ball went on without a 
hint ot᷑ trouble. But there was @ great deal 
of quiet talk in the smokiag - rooms and cor- 
ners of the palace over the political situation. 
The opinion prevailed that M. Freycinet and 
M. Ribot would not enter a Cabinet com- 
mitted toa radical programme, and that M. 
Bourgeois must fail in forming @ Uabinet be- 
cause he cannot agree to M. Ribot’s foreign 

licy. 

The history of the present French Chamber 
presents one of the rarest examples of minis- 
terial longevity to be noted for the past 
twenty years. Until nowthe most striking 
example—the only one, in fact—was that of 
the Ferry Ministry, which lasted from Febru- 
ary, 1883, to March, 1885. 

The Freycinet Ministry, which has just re- 
signed, had been in power since March 18, 
1880. Flve ofthe Ministers co Ing it had 
been members Of the preceding 
Messrs. de Freycinet, Constans, 
lieres and Yves Guyot, having been in office 
since Feb. 23, 1889. M. de Freycinet had been 
Minister of War for nearly four years without 
interruption. He had assumed that portfolio 
April 3, 1888, in the Floquet Ministry, and had 
held it through three succeeding Cabinets. 

It is said that should M. Sourgoles abandon 
his attempt to form a cabinet, President 
Carnot will summon M, Loubet to undertake 
the task. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


CAUSE OF AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION IN ENG- 
LAND—BRIEF MENTION. 

Loxpox, Feb. 26.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day the Rt. Hon. Henry Chaplin, 
President of the Board of Agriculture, refer- 
ring to the statements ofthe American Com- 
missioners who recently visited this country, 
that 22,000,000 acres of productive land lying 
idle in Great Britain wasthe chief cause of 
immigration, sald that the most recent 
statistics proved the inaccuracy of the com- 
missioners’ assertion. It is a fact,’’ he 
added, ‘‘that in an appendex of a committee 
of the House, made in 1849, it was estimated 
uncultivated land in Great Britain amounted 
to 22,000,000 acres, but whatever the case 
then, it is certain that nothing like that 
amount of uncultivated land exists now.’’ 
Mr. Chaplin said he thought it possible that 
within the last ten or fifteen years, 1,000,000 
acres of land in Great Britain had become 
pasture, owing to depression in agriculture. 


OFFICERS REPRIMANDED. 

MALTA. Feb. 26.—The naval court martial 
convened to try Timothy Bourke, Captain of 
the Victoria, the flagship of the British 
squadron, which was stranded near Platea, 
Greece, at the end of January, while engaged 
in torpedo practice, finds that the charge 
against Capt. Bourke is partly proved, as he 
took his shipin dangerous proximity toan 
ill-defined shoal. They severely reprimand 
Capt. Bourke and admonish him to be 
more careful in future. The charges against 
statt Commander Tuley, Who was arraigned 
before the court martial, were also partly 
proved, as he concurred in the course taken 
by Capt. Bourke. He, however, was simply 
reprimanded. 


DISCARDING THE RUPEE. 

CALCUTTA, Feb. 26,—An address presented 
to the Government by the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce on the subject of exchange says it 
is impossible for men in business to have any 
confidence in the future value of the rupee. 
It adds it is the belief of members of Cham- 
bers of commerce there is no complete 
remedy for the fluctuations in the rates or 
exchange except by either the establishment 
by an international agreement of a system of 
free colnage of both gold and silver at fixed 
rates or the adoption of a gold standard by 
India. Failing these remedies, they see noth- 
ing in ‘the future except the gradual de- 
monetization of silver by One country after 
another; with violent and endless fluctua- 
tions in the relative values Of gold and silver 
and a fall inthe value of the rupee to an ex- 
tent impossible to predict. 


RUSSIA AT THE FAIR. 

St. Perenspurc, Feb. 26.—United States 
Minister Smith and Consul-General Crawford 
have had an interview with the President of 
the Russian Commission on the Chicago Fair. 


The President stated that Russia would tran- 


sport the exhibits to Chicago and back free 
of cost to the exhibitors, the only expense to 
the latter being for sending the articles to 
St. Petersburg. The Russian Imperial Por- 
celain factory is maKing Special designs for 
the fair,

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INFESTED WITH BURGLARS. 


Many Bold Robberies Arouse the Citizens 
of Farmington. 

FARMINGTON, Mo., Feb. 26:—Farmington is 
not in a state of siege,’’ but a very un- 
pleasant and undesirable condition of affairs 
exists here which may result in something 
very serious. ; 

As readers of the Post-DISPATCH are aware, 
a series of bold and successful burglaries, 
running through a period of eight or ten 


months, has been perpetrated here. Various | 


parties have been under suspicion for these 
crimes, One of the suspects was ar- 
rested and sent to the penitentiary for 


another offense; andas there was a tempo- 
rary cessation of the Burglaries just at that 
time, ee felt ve much relleved under 
the belief that the uder wag in prison. 

But it was not long ere there was a ro- 
newal of professional activity on the part of 
the burglars and with only short intervals 
the nefarious work has continued to the 
present time. Within the past week no less 
than six durgl — „ were attempted 

several o nem were successful. 
Peter Hil) (colored who is under 
indictment for an ol ense, was arrested 
for the burglary of residence of his 
attorney, H. S. Shaw. st Monday Felix 
Blackwell and Ray Swink, both colored, were 
arrested on the charge of having committed 
the burglary at the residence of John B. 
Highley the previous night, ana their houses 
and Hill’s also were searched for evidence of 
the guilt of the prisoners. Although several 
articles which had evidently been stolen 
wer® found about their premises nothing 
was discovered to implicateany of them in 
any of the burglaries, 

Two amateur detectives spent the night in 
a cell adjoining that occupied by the prison- 
ers, hoping to overhear something which 
would convict the latter; but, according to 
reports, the stories of the detectives do not 
agree with each other, 

eeling against the prisoners ran very high 
and all day Tuesday there was open talk of 
lynching them. They were taken from their 
celis and threatened with death if they did 
not confess; but they stoutly maintained 
their innocence and were finally taken back 
to jail uninjured. i 

he next day it was whispered around 
town that about forty men had visited the 
jail Tuesday night, en the prisoners out 
and whipped them, in order to force a con- 
fession from them, but, soitis said, no con- 
fession was obtained. The report of the 
whipping could not be traced to any authen- 
tic source, as if any guch ‘‘heroic’’ measures 
were adopted those participating in them 
are not likely to be openly boasting of their 
connection with the affair. 

Whether the parties in jail are guilty or 
not it is now evident that they are not the. 
only burglars in Farmington, for during that 
same night, and it may beat the very time 
when the supposititious whipping was being 
administered to the prisoners, two more at- 
tempts at burglary were made, but they were 
happily frustrated. 

Naturally the residents of the city are much 
worried by the state of affairs which now un- 
fortunately prevail, and Farmington’s one 
Sheriff, one Constable and one Marshal are 
criticised by some because they do not adopt 
— ve means to put a stop to rob-

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PENSION INQUIRY.

Appear. 


HIS OFFICIAL DIGNITY OFFENDED BY A 
MESSENGER. 


Why Green B. Raum Was Bounced—Gen. 
Noble Called to Account by Charles 
Gibson—Missouri at the Capital—Pro- 
ceedings in Congress—Presidential Ap- 
pointments— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O. Feb. 26.—Secretary 
Noble was examined to-day by special House 
Committee appointed to investigate the 
management of the Pension Office. The Sec- 
retary said that at the outset he wished to 
make a statement. A messenger from the 
committee had called on him, and he said 
that he would attend, but the messenger had 
insisted on reading the summons to him, not- 
withstanding he (the Secretary) had said it 
was not necessary. He took this to mean 
that there was some doubt as to whether or 
not he would attend, and that if he did not 
he would be compelled to do so. 

Mr. Enloe said he could explain that. The 
messenger had been toldto read the sum- 
mons to another witness and probably took 
it for granted that that course was necessary 
with everyone. 

Secretary Noble said he referred to that for 
two reasons. First, the President had inti- 
mated in his message that a free inves- 
tigation of any of the departments 
would be welcomed and he, of course, 
was in entire harmony with that wish. 
Secretary Noble said he wanted Congress to 
examine his department, and he and his 
officers would give any information they 
could, In the second place, for the benefit of 
his successor, he wanted to protest that the 
head of an executive department was not 
subject to process of the House to come 
forthwith and without Umit of time. 1 
come here voluntarily,’’ added the Secre- 
tary, ‘‘and without any force or writ.’’ 

Mr. Enloe then inquired about the removal 
of young Green B. Raum. 

The Secretary narrated the facts now well 
known of how Civil Service Commissioner 
Lyman called on him in May, 1891, witha 
paper, making charges against young Raum 
of recelving money either directly or indi- 
rectly through a colored man in the Treasury 
Department for the appointment of a man 
named Smith, another man named Johnson 
personating Smith in the necessary civil 
service examination. The Secretary said it 
had never been his practice to wait 
very long under such circumstances and he 
immediately required young Raum’s resigna- 
tion. He did not examine into the matter 
beyond the report of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Young Raum was the son of the 
Commissioner and he gave him time to find 
something else to do before his resignation 
Should take effect. He treated young Raum 
mildly, ashe thought the circumstances re- 
quired that he should do so, because of the 
young. man’s relationship to the Commis- 

ner, 

Mr. Little of New York asked if it were cus- 
tomary to give men whose resignation was 
demanded thirty days’ leave. 

The Secretary said there was no rule 
on the subdject. He had expected there 
would be some criticism of his action, 
but the man being young, he would rather 
let him go out under such circumstances than 
to shirk the responsibility and criticism, 

Mr. Brosstus of Pennsylvania and Mr. Pay- 
son asked H an opportunity had been given 
young Raum to defend himself from the 
charges made. 

The Secretary replied: ‘*'‘No, because I 
thought 
affecting the service so apy, & because the 
charges were brought to me by an officer of 
the Government bureau who had investi- 
gated the matter, and because he made 
statements so apparently truthful, I deter- 
mined to rid myself of it at once. I thought 
the good of the service demanded that he 
should go, and I sent him.’’ 

The Secretary said nothing with reference 
to the fraud on the Civil Service Commission, 
for the Commission looked to him to take 
care of young Raum, andit would take care 
of the offense against it. 

Mr. Enloe then asked the Secretary about 
the filing of charges against young Raum by 
Messrs. Howard and Engle, clerks in the 
Pension Offices charging Raum with de. 
manding money from them. He 
told Mr. Bussey to call the Commissioner’s 
attention to this matter and request him to 
see to it. The Commissioner said that the 
charges were circulated toinjure him and 
filed counter charges, with a demand for the

Ten 
long years of fighting passed before Spain 
succéeded in crushing the spirit of the revo- 
lationists who survived the battles of the war 
and forcing the leaders to acknowledge that 
the revolution was défeated. Even then, 
eaithoukh forced to lay down their arms and 
surrender to the conquering armies of Spain, 
the revolutionary leaders would not admit 
that Spain had beaten them. 

»The followers of the revolution have not 
been beaten, they sald, they have deen 
extermipated.’’ 

This rebellion is known as the revolution of 
Yara. It began on Oct. 10, 1868, and ended on 
Feb. 98, 1878. One of the most important ro- 
suits was that many of the leaalng Cuban cit- 
igens, Who affilliated with the revolutionists, 
were forcen int exile.

Baroness Dellard's Throat Cut by Lieut. 
Louis Amstey. ‘ 


HER MAID WOUNDED IN AN ENCOUNTER 
WITH THE ASSASSIN. 


Driven to the Act by His Pressing Debts— 
Fromicitis in a Prison—Tramps Fiogred 
at Cairo—Thrown Into a River—A Bad 
Gang Oorraled—Criminal News of the 
Day. 


Paris, Feb. 28. — The trial of Louis Anistey 
for the murder of Baroness De llard in this 
city a few months ago was opened at the 
elne assizes to-day. The prisoner confessed 
his guilt and gave a detailed account of the 
crime. Baroness Dellard, who was tiie 
mother of a prominent official in the War 
Office, was murdered on Dec. 4 last. She 
lived in handsome apartments in a large 
house in the Boulevard du Temple. She was 
alone at the time of the murder, but her maid 
returned home soon afterward and was 
also attacked by the murderer, being 
stabbed in the throat and breast from be- 
hind. The murderer then escaped, leaving 
his knife and the jewels he had intended to 
stenl. He Was a lieutenant of an infantry 
regiment in the French army and was retired 
only two days before he commmitted the 
crime. He immediately confessed, giving as 
his motive that he was driven to the deed by 
the necessity of his debts to save 
bimself from dishonor. He said that 
he left Lyons in December, deter- 
mined to get the money, even if he 
had to resort to crime. Before leaving he 
purchased a knife with which he committed 
the murder. Reaching Paris he went to the 
house of Baroness Dellard, who recognized 
him and led him to ber room. He asked her 
if she was alone, and in replying in the 
affirmative he threw himself upoa her and 
cut her throat. He then began to look around 
tor money and valuables, but hearing the 
servant approaching he waited for her, in- 
tending tokill her also. In the struggle the 
knife fell from his hand, 
without having secured any booty. 


Lieut. Anastay has been declared guilty of 
the murder of Mme. Belland and sentenced 
to death. 


BAD GANG OF TRAMPS. 
PiIrTsBurRG, Pa., Feb. %.—Several days 
ago seven tramps were arrested near Burges 
town, Pa., for safe blowing, but two were 
afterwards discharged for lack of evidence. 


The tramps still In jail have been indentifed 
as members ofthe gang that has been operat- 
ing in Western Pennsylvania and Eastern 
Ohio for four months and in that time have 
stolen nearly $60,000 worth of goods and de- 
stroyed fully $10,000 worth of property. 

There are twenty-six or thirty men in the 
gang, and it is believed that one of the men 
discharged is James Bickman of New Haven, 
Coan., a notorious safe blower and bank rob- 
ber, commonly known as New Haven 
Jimmy.’’ He was supposed to be a member 
of the notorious Kensington gang that years 
ago broke the Kensington bank in Philadel- 
phia, but there he escaped conviction.

qESTIMONY TAKEN IN THE CASE BE- 
FORE THE CORONER. 


The Dead Girl’s Friends Testify to her In- 
tumacy With Certain Men and Her 
Love for One Whose Identity Was Not 
Clearly Established—Serious Stabbing 
Police News. 


The Coroner’s investigation of the death of 
Rebecca Mullally was begun at 12:30 o’clock 
this afternoon before a jury of six citizens, 
the examination of witnesses being con- 
aucted by the Coroner himself. Ex-Gov. 
Charies P. Johnson was present as the legal 
representative of Mr. Catchings, Miss Mullal- 
jy’s old lover, and Mr. Thomas Harvey was 
there representing Mrs. Hastings, the mid- 
wife connected with the case. 

Tho first witness examined was Mrs. 
pridget Mullally, the lady who raised Miss 
Mullally, the dead girl, from childhood as 
ner adopted child. She said that Rebecca 
was a good girl and that her conduct was 
always entirely proper in her house and that 
she never knew her to do anything ‘improper 
yntilshe met Mr. Catchings, Mrs. Mullally 
then related some of the incidents that oc- 
curredat the house just before she left to 
make her home elsewhere. She testified 
substantially as follows: ‘*‘Oatchings wanted 
to take her out to Creve Cour Lake and I 
told her that she could not go with my con- 
sent, She dia not go that time, but a few 
days later he took her away and they went to 
Creve (ur Lake. He did not bring her 
back when he promised, but not until 6 
o'clock in the afternoon. She came home 
very sick. She was then 18 years old., 
and when I told her that she couldn’t 
keep company with Catchings, she said she 
wouldleave my house then and go some- 
whereelse. She brought home a novel.once 
and said that Catchings gave it to her and 
that it was a good book, She said always 
that Catchings was a perfect gentleman. 
Iblame Catchings for everything that has 
happened tothe girl. She roomed at several 
places and 1 always heard afterwards that 
she was with Catchings. I saw them once 
together standing on Fiffeenth and Pine 
streets. 

Mrs. Mullally broke down several times dur- 
ing the testimony and was very much af- 
fected the entire time. 

R. M. King and Hilifard, who were 
called into attend Miss Mullally just before 
death, testified but they knew nothing of the 
girl’s troubles except that she had been the 
subject of criminal medical practice. 

Dr. Van Gerhart, whose photograph was 
found among Rebecca’s effects, testifed that 
he treated her last November for a disease. 
He knew nothing in regard tothe cause of 
the girl’s death or her love affairs.

Party Says She Is Tricky. 


HER ALLEGED SCHEME TO SECURE A 
PROHIBITION PLANK. * 


The Charge That She Influenced Delegates 
to Leave the Hall So That the Prohibi- 
tionists Would Be in the Majority 
Preferred—Omaha Selected as the Con- 
vention City. 


Misg Frances E. Willard, leader of the Na- 
tional Prohibition party, disappointed at her 
failure to commit the industrial conference, 
just ended in St. Louis, to prohibition in its 
platform, declares now that herself and as- 
sociates attended that conference in a purely 
personal capacity, and as a matter of cour- 
tesy. Leaders of the new third party-charge 
Miss Willard pointblank with acting in bad 
faithin that ‘‘purely personal capacity,’’ 
and with abusing the courtesy of the confer- 
ence which admitted the Prohibition repre- 
sentatives to their deliberations and gave 
them a voice anda vote on the convention 
floor. 

This rather serious charge was preferred 
against Miss Willard late yesterday after- 
noon by members of the Joint National Com- 
mittee of the Third and People’s parties at 
the Richelieu Hotel. It is now made public 
by the Post-DisPatcu on the authority. of 
National Secretary Robert J. Schilling of the 
People’s party, who had first advanced the 
charge. 

SCHILLING’S STATEMENT. 

Miss Willard is very tricky’ in convention 
work,’’ said Mr. Schilling, ‘‘but I think she 
has had her last chance with the Third party. 
She was not a delegate to the Industrial Con- 
ference, but by courtesy she was not only 
admitted to a seat on the floor, but was 
made a delegate and invited tothe platform, 
It was natural to suppose that she would use 
only fair means to secure recognition of pro- 
hibition by the conference. She did more 
than that, however. 

On Wednesday last, just before the discus- 
sion of the proposed prohibition plank for 
the Third party p.atform came up, I was 
surprised to see one of the leading opponents 
of prohibition rise from his seat and leave 
the convention hall. I went to him at once. 

***You’re not going out just as the fight 
opens, are you?’ I asked. 

»The delegate in question looked confused, 
and then replied: ‘Well,to tell you the truth, 
I promised Miss Willard to do so, and not to 
oppose her plank in the conference!’ 

It you've promised that,’ I answered, 
‘of course you'll have to Keep your promise.’ 

The delegate accordingly withdrew from 
the conference. I had no sooner turned back 
into the hall than I met one of our most 
prominent leaders coming out. 

** *You’re not dodging the fight, are you?’ I 
asked. 

„ No, said he, ‘I’m not dodging the fight, 
because the realfight will come in the com- 
mittee. But Miss Willard and others got 
around me and persuaded me to promise 
them that I would leave the convention hall 
when the prohibition questioncomes up, so 
as not to take part in the opposition.’ 

‘*There were other delegates who were 
worked on to the same purpose by Miss Wil- 
lard,’’ said Secretary Schilling. ‘‘Such po- 
liticalsharp practice, it seems to me, was 
out of place witha lady who was among us 
as a delegate by courtes xv. 

‘*The Prohibitionists forgot, commented 
another member ofthe National Joint Com- 
mittee, that the conference represented 
only industrial classes, not the wholesale 
reform elements of the entire nation. Our 
platform should touch only upon industrial 
issues, not on general reform. 

OMAHA SELECTED. 

At a late hour yesterday afternoon the sub- 
committee of five reported to the National 
Joint Committee that it had selected Omaha, 
Neb., as the place for holding the Third Party 
Nominating Conventionon July 4, next. An 
address was accordingly issued and signed 
by the Joint Committee calling the conven- 
tion for that time and place, and embodying 
the preamble and platiorm adopted by the 
Industrial Conference on Wednesday last. 
A preliminary convention is ordered for July 
2 for the appointment of committees and 
temporary organization, and the various 
State executive committees are instructed to 
promulgate the call. 

The fight for location narrowed down at 
the close to Omaha and St. Louis, the latter 
having made a proposition at the eleventh 
hour which upset previous calculations and 
for a time threatened to win the fight from 
Omaha. It was the generally expressed 
opinion among delegates that if St. Louis had 
zone into the fleld as early as did the others 
this city would have been chosen. At the 
last moment, after o' clock yesterday after- 
noon, Cyeione“ Davis, one of the Commit- 
tee of Five, rushed out of the committee- 
room.

Two Trains Collide on the East Approach 
of the Bridge. 

A collision occurred on the east approach 
of the bridge this morning which might have 
resulted in a terrible fatality, but which, for- 
tunately, only shook up two train loads of 
passengers and scared them pretty badly for 
a few moments. 

The bump was caused by the dense fog 
which hung over the river and for some dis- 
tance on either side about 8 o’clock this 
morning.

There were three coaches filled with pas- 
sengers.

or it. For a few moments the scene was one of 
wild commotion. Passengers rushed pell-meil 
from their seats and made frantic efforts to 
jump from the cars. It was impossible 
tor to tell what had really happened, 
and for some moments consternation 
relgned supreme. There was no second 
bump and word was soon passed along the 
line that only a rear end collision of small 
consequence had occurred. The passengers 
regained confidence and returned to the 
cars and icked the scattered 
baggage which had been thrown 
in all directions by the shock. Frank Wait,

SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD ASSOCIATION 


The M., K & T. Dissatisfied With the 
Present Management. 


There was an unexpected development in 
the meeting of the Southwestern Railroad & 
Steamship Association. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of securing greater 
unanimity of action among Texas lines and 
to take steps to put a stop to rate-cutting. 


It developed, however, that an attack was to 
be made on Chairman Faithorne by the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas. That road was not 
represented, none of the high officials being 
in the city, but a communication was sent 
expressing dissatisfaction with the manner 
in which the affairs of the association were 
being conducted, especial complaint being 
made in regard to expense. The letter 
Stated that the salary paid Chairman 
Faithorne, $15,000, was too high, and that a 
manager thoroughly familiar with the South- 
western lines should be secured at a salary 
not exceeding $8,000. The position of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas roadispecullar. It 
it is not a member of the association, having 
failed to sign the agreement entered into 
during July of last year, but has acted with 
the association and borne its part of the ex- 
pense, 

The agreement under which the South- 
western Association nas been operating was 
formulatedin July of last year. The com-, 
panies ignored this, and two, the Cromwell 
Steamship Line and the Missouri. Kan- 
sas & Texas, refrained from doing so, 
but have acted under it. Of late 
there have have been many complaints of 
rate-Ccutting and the non-signing lines can- 
not be disciplined. It is for the purpose of 
endeavoring toarrive at a more satisiactory 
basis that the present meeting was called. 
Nothing was done this morning beyond dis- 
cussing the matter generally. The meeting 
will probably continue for several days. 

The present complications are regarded by 
many as indications of an intention in cer- 
tain quarters to break up the association. 
Chairman Faithonre declined to speak con- 
cerning the matter, he was 
sonally attacked, state

faction to the great majority of the 
lines in the association, and they are most 
unwilling to dispense with his services be- 
cause a single line notin the association ob- 
jeets to him. On the other hand it is argued 
that for the M., K. 4 T. to act inde- 
pendently would utterly upset rates, and 
be equivalent toa dissolution. The meeting 
this morning was devoted to consideration 
of the various questions invofved, but no 
definitiveaction was taken, as it was desired 
to hold further conference with the M.,

HER MAID WOUNDED IN AN ENCOUNTER 
| WITH THE ASSASSIN. 


Driven to the Act by His Pressing Debts— 
Promititie in a Prison—Tramps Fiogred 
at Cairo—Thrown Into a River—A Bad 
Gant Corraled—Criminal News of the 
Day. 


Paris, Feb. 28. — The trial of Louis Anistey 
for the murder of Baroness Dellard in this 
city a few months ago was opened at the 
Seine assizes to- day. The prisoner confessed 
his guilt and gave a detailed account of the 
crime. Baroness Dellara, who was tiie 
mother of a prominent official in the War 
Office, was murdered on Dec. 4 last. She 
lived in handsome apartments in a large 
house ih the Boulevard du Temple. She was 
alone at the time of the murder, but her maid 
returned home soon afterward and was 
also attacked by the muvurderer, being 
stabbed in the throat and breast from be- 
hind. The murderer then escaped, leaving 
his knife and the jewels he had intended to 
stenl. He Was a lieutenant of an infantry 
regiment in the French army and was retired 
only two days before he commmitted the 
crime. He immediately confessed, giving as 
his motive that he was driven to the deed by 
the necessity of his debts to save 
himself from dishonor. He said that 
he left Lyons in December, deter- 
mined to get the money, even if he 
had to resort to crime. Before leaving he 
purchased a knife with which he committed 
the murder. Keaching Paris he went to the 
house of Baroness Dellard, who recognized 
him and led him to her room. He asked her 
if she was alone, and in replying in the 
affirmative he threw himself upoa her and 
cut her throat. He then began to look around 
for money and valuables, but hearing the 
servantapproaching he waited for her, in- 
tending tokill her also. In the struggle the 


knife fell from his hand, whereupon he fled’ 


without having secured any booty. 

Lieut. Anastay has been declared guilty of 
the murder of Mme, Belland and sentetced 
to death. 


BAD GANG OF TRAMPS. 

PirTspurG, Pa., Feb. 2%.—Several days 
ago seven tramps were arrested near Burges 
town, Pa., for safe blowing, but two were 
afterwards discharged for lack of evidence. 
The tramps still in jail have been indentifed 
as members ofthe gang that has been operat- 
ing in Western Pennsylvania and Eastern 
Ohio for four months andin that time have 
stolen nearly $60,000 worth of goods and de- 
stroyed fully $10,000 worth of property. 

There are twenty-six or thirty men in the 
gang, and it is believed that one of the men 
discharged is James Bickman of New Haven, 
Coan,, a notorious safe blower and bank rob- 
ber, commonly known as ‘‘New Haven 
Jimmy.’’ He was supposed to be a member 
of the notorious Kensington gang that years 
ago broke the Kensington bank in Philadel- 
phia, but there he escaped conviction. 


DESERTING PRISON GUARDS SENTENCED. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 26.—The trial of 
three men at Coal Creek, charged with de- 
sertion, began there yesterday. Officers 
Frank Woolfolk,Chandler, Brown, Draughtan 
and Shaun complete the court-martial The 
men demand separate trials. Private Larra- 
bee of Memphis was tried to-day and sen- 
tenced. This sentence will be thefirst in 
Nashville, The prisoner can be sent to prison 
for elgnteen months at hard labor. deprived 
of pay and dishonorably discharged.

qESTIMONY TAKEN IN THE CASE BE- 
FORE THE CORONER. 


The Dead Girl’s Friends Testify to her In- 
timacy With Certain Men and Her 
Love for One Whose Identity Was Not 
Clearly Established—Serious Stabbing 
Police News. ; 


The Coroner’s investigation of the death of 
Rebecca Mullally was begun at 12:30 o’clock 
this afternoon before a jury of six citizens, 
the examination of witnesses being con- 
ducted by the Coroner himself. Ex-Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson was present as the legal 
representative of Mr. Catchings, Miss Mullal- 
jy’s old lover, and Mr. Thomas Harvey was 
there representing Mrs, Hastings, the mid- 
wife connected with the case, 

The first witness examined was Mrs. 
pridget Mullally, the lady who raised Miss 
Mullally, the dead girl, from childhood as 
her adopted child. She said that Rebecca 
wasa good girl and that her conduct was 
always entirely proper in her house and that 
ghe never knew her to do anything improper 
until she met Mr. Catchings. Mrs. Mullally 
then related some of the incidents that oc- 
curred at the house just before she left to 
make her home elsewhere. She testified 
substantially as follows: **Oatchings wanted 
to take her out to Creve Cour Lake and I 
told her that she could not go with my con- 
sent, She didnot go that time, but a few 
(ays later he took her away and they went to 
Creve Cour Lake. He did not bring her 
back when he promised, but not until 6 
o’clock in the afternoon. She came home 
very sick. She was then 18 years old, 
and when I told her that she couldn’t 
keep company with Catchings, she said she 
wouldleave my house then and go some- 
where else. She brought home a novel.once 
and said that Catchings gave it to her and 
that it was a good book, She said always 
that Catchings was a perfect gentleman.

WILY MISS WILLARD 


Secretary Schilling of the People’s 
Party Says She Is Tricky. 


HER ALLEGED SCHEME TO SECURE A 
PROHIBITION PLANK. * 


- 


The Charge That She Influenced Delegates 
to Leave the Hall So That the Prohibi- 
tionists Would Be in the Majority 
Preferred—Omaha Selected as the Con- 
vention City. 


Miss Frances E. Willard, leader of the Na- 
tional Prohibition party, disappointed at her 
failure to commit the industrial conference, 
just ended in St. Louis, to prohibition in its 
platform, declares now that herself and as- 
sociates attended that conference in a purely 
personal capacity, and as a matter of cour- 
tesy. Leaders of the new third party charge 
Miss Willard pointblank with acting in bad 
faith in that purely personal capacity, 
and with abusing the courtesy of the confer- 
ence which admitted the Prohibition repre- 
sentatives to their deliberations and gave 
them a voice anda vote on the convention 
floor. 

This rather serious charge was preferred 
against Miss Willard late yesterday after- 
noon by members of the Joint National Com- 
mittee ofthe Third and People’s parties at 
the Richelieu Hotel. It is now made public 
by the Post-DisPatcn on the authority of 
National Secretary Robert J. Schilling of the 
People’s party, who had first advanced the 
charge. 

SCHILLING’S STATEMENT. 

Miss Willard is very tricky’ in convention 
work,’’ said Mr. Schilling, ‘‘but I think she 
has had her last chance with the Third party. 
She was not a delegate to the Industrial Con- 
ference, but by courtesy she was not only 
admitted to a seat on the floor, but was 
made a delegate and invited tothe platform, 
It was natural to suppose that she would use 
only fair means to secure recognition of pro- 
hibition by the conference. She did more 
than that, however. 

On Wednesday last, just before the discus- 
sion of the proposed prohibition plank for 
the Third party piatform came up, I was 
surprised to see one of the leading opponents 
of prohibition rise from his seat and leave 
the convention hall. I went to him at once. 

‘**Yonu’re not going out just as the fight 
opens, are you?’ I asked. 

The delegate in question looked confused, 
and then replied: ‘Well,to tell you the truth, 
I promised Miss Willard to do so, and not to 
oppose her plank in the conference!’ 

It you've promised that,’ I answered, 
‘of course you'll have to Keep your promise.’ 

The delegate accordingly withdrew from 
the conference. I had no sooner turned back 
into the hall than I met one of our most 
prominent leaders coming out. 

** *You’re not dodging the fight, are you?’ I 
asked. 

No, ' said he, ‘I’m not dodging the fight, 
because the real fight will come in the com- 
mittee. But Miss Willard and others got 
around me and persuaded me to promise 
them that I would leave the convention hall 
when the prohibition questioncomes up, so 
as not to take part in the opposition.’ 

„There were other delegates who were 
worked on to the same purpose Dy Miss Wil- 
lard,’’ said Secretary Schilling. ‘‘Such po- 
liticalsharp practice, it seems to me, was 
out of place witha lady who was among us 
as a delegate by courtes xv. 

„»The Prohibitionists forgot, commented 
another member of the National Joint Com- 
mittee, that the conference represented 
only industrial classes, not the wholesale 
reform elements of the entire nation. Our 
platform should touch only upon industrial 
issues, not on general reform. 

OMAHA SELECTED. 

At a late hour yesterday afternoon the sub- 
committee of five reported to the National 
Joint Committee that it had selected Omaha, 
Neb., as the place for holding the Third Party 
Nominating Conventionon July 4, next. An 
address was accordingly issued and signed 
by the Joint Committee calling the conven- 
tion for that time and place, and embodying 
the preamble and platiorm adopted by the 
Industrial Conference on Wednesday last. 
A preliminary convention is ordered for July 
2 for the appointment of committees and 
temporary organization, and the various 
State executive committees are instructed to 
promulgate the call. 

The fight for location narrowed down at 
the close to Omaha and St. Louis, the latter 
having made au proposition at the eleventh 
hour which upset previous calculations and 
for a time threatened to win the fight from 
Omaha.

Two Trains Collide on the East Approach 
of the Bridge.

There was no second 
bump and word was soon passed along the 
line that only a rear end collision of small 
consequence had occurred. The passengers 
regained confidence and returned to the 
cars and icked up the scattered 
baggage which had been thrown 
in all directions by the shock.

SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD ASSOCIATION 


The M., K. & T Dissatisfied With the 
Present Management. 


There was an unexpected development in 
the meeting of the Southwestern Railroad & 
Steamship Association. The meeting was 
Called for the purpose of securing greater 
unanimity of action among Texas lines and 
to take steps to put a stop to rate-cutting. 


It developed, however, that an attack was to 
be made on Chairman Faithorne by the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas. That road was not 
represented, none of the high officials being 
in the.city, but a communication was sent 
expressing dissatisfaction with the manner 
in which the affairs of the association were 
being conducted, especial complaint being 
made in regard to expense, The letter 
Stated that the salary paid Chairman 
Faithorne, $15,000, was too high, and that a 
manager thoroughly familiar with the South- 
western lines should be secured at a salary 
not exceeding $8,000. The position of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas roadispecullar. It 
it is not a membDer of the association, having 
failed to sign the agreement entered into 
during July of last year, but has acted with 
the association and borne its part of the ex- 
pense, 

The agreement under which the South- 
western Association has been operating was 
formulatedin July of last year. The com- 
panies ignored this, and two, the Cromwell 
Steamship Line and the Missouri. Kan- 
sas & Texas, refrained from doing so, 
but have acted under it. Ot late 
there have have deen many complaints of 
rate-Ccutting and the non-signing lines can- 
not be disciplined. It is for the purpose of 
endeavoring to arrive at a more satisfactory 
basis that the present meeting was called. 
Nothing was done this morning beyond dis- 
cussing the matter generally. The meeting 
will probably continue for several days. 

The present complications are regarded by 
many as indications of an intention in cer- 
tain quarters to break up the association. 
Chairman Faithonre declined to speak con- 

ing the matter, was per- 
sonally attacked, that 
his management satis- 
faction to the great majority of the 
lines in the association, and they are most 
unwilling to dispense with his services be- 
cause a single line notin the association ob- 
jeets to him. On the other hand it is argued 
that for the M., K. & T. to act inde- 
pendently would utterly upset rates, and 
be equivalent toa dissolution. The meeting 
this morning was devoted to consideration 
of the various questions invofved, but no 
daefinitiveaction was taken, as it was desired 
to hold further conference with the M., 
K. & T. Officials. It was rumored that Mr.

CHICAGO’S DISGRACEFUL JOB. 


The President’s World’s Fair message is 
a practical surrender to the demands of 
the Chicago Treasury raiders ‘who, in 
violation of solemn pledges, are endeavor- 
ing to induce Congress to supply the 
money which Chicago promised for the 
building of the Columbian Exposition. 
Although the President does not boldly 
advocate the gift of 55, 000, 000 to the Fair, 
yet his language intimates that he favors 
and would formally approve a measure to 
that effect. 

The message was, perhaps, to be ex- 
pected from a President who can see in force 
bills, war tariffs in times of peace, extrav- 
agant appropriations and subsidies for 
private enterprise, nothing antagonistic or 
dangerous to republican institutions, and 
who is not above the influence of political 
considerations in determining his official 
conduct. Better things, however, are to 
be expected from a Democratic House 
elected by the people as a protest against 
the abuses and vicious tendencies enume- 
rated above. 

It would be wrong in principle and bad 
in precedent to grant the appropriation 
asked for by the Chicago commission. It 
would be wrong because the request rep- 
resents an act of bad faith on the part of 
Chicago, which obtained the Fair in con- 
sideration of a pledge that it would furnish 
all the funds for it, and because it would 
be an improper appropriation of the money 
of the people to uses not sanctioned by the 
constitution. 

It would be bad as a precedent because it 
would further open the gates to the diver- 
sion of the revenues of the Government to 
private enterprises and multifarious pur- 
poses on the specious plea that the public 
welfare is subserved thereby. It would 
be in line with the policy which has 
robbed the people to build up huge fort- 
unes through land grants, railroad and 
steamship subsidies, bounties and discrim- 
inating taxation. 

Should it be demonstrated that Chicago 
is so lost to sense of honor that she is will- 
ing to let the Fair bea monstrous failure 
from lack of funds some little excuse 
might be found fora loan to be repaid out 
of the first dividends, buta gift would be 
apiece of jobbery and a peculiarly dis- 
graceful one at that.

One Block’s Tax-Payers Twice 
Beaten by Saloons. 


The Home Protective Association Fooled 
by Collector Ziegenhein. 


A GOOD ILLUSTRATION OF THE TRICKS 
USED TO GET A LICENSE. 


The Bonsiek Case Has a Seque] That Has 
Aroused the Resentment of the Citi- 
zens Living in the Vicinity of Goode 
and St. Ferdinand Avenues — City 
Counselor Marshall’s Remarkable 
Opinion in Support of Ziegenhein. : 


The people on the bieck bounded by Goode, 
St. Ferdinand, Cottage and Whittier, for the 
second time within six months, have had a 
saloon foisted upon them by Collector Ziegen - 
hein, and to-day they are so chagrined and 


j resentful ofthe Czar’s method of carrying 


out the law that they are thinking of taking 
the case to the Circuit Court and making a 
test of the Collector's authority. 

The city block in question is one of those in 
the northwestern suburbs which have been 
bullt up in the last few years by people of 
moderate means. There are no flats nor 
board ing houses on the block, and the people 


mostly own the houses in which 
they live, To advance the 
interests of their property these 


Louseholders and others of the neighborhood 
organized an association known as the 
House Protective Association, of which J. L. 
White, a builder, is the president, and Henry 
Woods, chief clerk in the office of Plumbing 
Inspector Thomas J. Hennessy, is the secre- 
tary. 

Other members of the association are M. 
O’Donnell, a grocer, Rev. Alien Hastings, 
pastor of the Piymouth Congregational 
Church at Belleglade avenue and North Mar- 
ket street; George W. Galloway, a coal dealer; 
John Kelly, a builder; Rev. Frank Lenig, 
pastor of the Goode Aveuue Methodist Epis- 
copal Church; Wm. ©, Kelly, another bulld- 
er; J. Holver, a grocer; Rev. E. E. Braith- 
waite, pastor of the Aubert Place Congrega- 
tional Chureh; Wm. C. Wilson, the 
real estate man; J. A. Parker 
of the well-known stationery frm; 
John Churchill, J. A. Field, David A. Tre- 
maine, Henry Morris, John L.Case and Julius 
Kemp, a river pilot. These names are given 
thatthe reader may understand something 
of the standing of the people interested in 
the matter. The association has about sixty 
members, none of them rich, most of them 
poor, They went out into the suburbs for 
homes to reise their children away from 
down-town influences. 

Last October Caspar Ronsieck opened a 
saloon on the Diock, at the corner of Goode 
avenue and St. Ferdinand. He had no peti- 
tion and no license. The outraged people of 
the association prosecuted him through the 
courts, and although Collector Ziegenhein 
in Gefiance of the law, that makes his post- 
tion in these matters a purely judicial one, 
tried to protect the saloonkeeper and keep 
him in the corner saloon, the police court 
fined him $300. He got his fine remitted, but 
he saw he had to leave, and announced his 
intention of doing so, 

ANOTHER SALOON MAN APPEARS. 

The people on the block then thought the 
matter was decided in their favor, but it was 
not. Ronsieck turned over his saloon to a 
man named Otto H. Lang, and they 
started out together on a canvass of the 
block to get up a petition. There are thirty 
tax-payers living on the biock, twenty-eight 
of whom own real property and two personal 

roperty. Lang and Ronsieck had seven- 

een of those named on their petition before 

the officers of the association found out 
what they were doing. Secretary Woods and 
Edward Hudson undertook to represent the 
association before the Collector and prevent 
the issuing of the license. They went to the 
Collector's office and asked if he was going 
to issue a license to Lang. 

I' have to,’’ said the Collector, he has 
a majority of the tax-payers.’’ 

**Let us see the petition,’’ asked Secretary 


HAD A MAJORITY. 

Here it is, said Dramshop Deputy Julius 
Wurtzburger, triumphantly. ‘*‘You can take 
it over to the Assessor’s office, and you will 
see that every name on itis that of a tax- 
payer. 

This is one instance where remonstrants 
against a saloon were allowed to see the peti- 
tion, but this graciousness is explained by the 
character of the man who asked to see 
it. Secretary Woods used to be a deputy 
in Register Nick Berg’s office, and he knows 
the dramshop laws of the city from beginning 
to end. He and Mr. Hudson took the peti- 
tion into the Assessor’s Office, and compared 
it with the books. Deputy Wurtzburger’s 
statement was correct. The saloon-keeper 
hadthe names of seventeen of the thirty 
tax-payers on the block. 

Hudson, said Secretary Woods, ‘‘I am 
sure that some of these signatures were ob- 
tained through bad faith. I’m going to see 
about .“

St. Louis as a Seaport. 

To the Editor of the Poat-Digpatch: 
As a resident of Cairo, III., I have read 
with much interest a communication in your 
paper of this date on ‘‘Lucas Ships and 
Whalebacks. The writer, ‘‘Impartial,’’ 
spoke in favorabie terms of the Lucas ship, 
but does not tell us how such a vessel can be 


constructed. Iama born skeptic and have 
been victimized more than once In my life. 
yet I believe in progress and the abiiity of 


American genius to overcome any 
and all difficulties of nature. I know 
enough about the Mississippi River 
to assert that the aifficulties of 


securing a channel of fifteen or seventeen 
feet between St. Louis and Cairo are enor- 
mous. The great drift of sandand silt com- 
ing down the Missouri River necessarily 
form a deposit of heavy sand that must make 
bars and shoal places between St. Louis and 
Cairo; From Cairo to the Gulf there is no 
difficulty in the way of floating vessels of 
seven to twelve feet at all times. If the Gov- 
ernment will so improve the channel of the 
river between St. Louis and Cairos6o0 as to 
afford a uniform minimum depth of eight 
feet, and the claims of the Lucas ship can 
be verified, then the great problem 
of the present age issolved. Direct, eco- 
nomical and rapid transportation from our 
river cities of the West to the seaboard and 
river cities of other lands is, I think, the 
secret of our successful rivalship with the
